Another Step Toward Permanent. Peace 


Throughout the years of the Great War, the people of the allied na- 
tlong were repeatedly told that it was a war to make the world safe for 
democracy, “a war to end war.’’ And when at last the great struggle ended | 
and the League of Nations came into being it was: thought that, with the 
bitter experience of the war fresh in all minds, there would be little hesita- 
tion on the part of any country to join the League, and that, with 100 per 
cent. world membership in the League, world disarmament would follow in 
due eourse. 

The refusal of the 
of Nations, —the very country in which the idea originated, —came as a rude 
shock to all lovers and advocates of peace. It discouraged Murope, re- 
awakened all the old fears, 
up.of armaments. N 


and actually led to renewed activity in the piling 
evertheless, the League strug gled on, gaining ‘new ad- 
" herents, and, with each sneceeding success in settling international dis- 
putes and preventing open ruptures, the League grew. in strength and pres- 
lige. Nonetheless, so long 4s the United States remained aloof it was felt 
that the structure ‘for world peace’ was imperfect and insecure. 

Because of this fact, the recent: action of Mr. Kellogg; United States 
Secretary of State, in-inviting the nations of the world to enter into. a 
multilateral. treaty to outlaw war, was enthusidstically welcomed by. all 
lovers of peace, and nowhere quite so heartily as in Canada and other parts 
of the British Empire. : 

Already fifteen nations, including, with the cxception of Russia, all the 
Great Powers, have signified: their willingness to sign such a treaty. The: 
draft of this momentous international décument is brief and to the: point, 


and, as il may well prove to be the Magna Charta-of world peace,. itis 
worthy of the widest possibly reproduction in order that all people, every- 


where, may read it. The preamble, m part, is 
“Deeply sensible of.their solemn duty. 
kind; 
“Persuaded that the time has come when a frank renunciation of war 
és an instrument of national policy should be made ‘ 
' peaceful and friendly, relations: now existing 
perpetuated; 
“Convinced that all changes .in their relations 


as follows 


to promote the welfare of man- 


to the end that the 
between their peoples may be 


with one another should 
be sought ‘only by pacific means and be the result of a peaceful and orderly. 
process, and that any signatory power which shall hereafter seek to prc- 
mote its national interests by resort to war should be denicd the benefits 
furnished by this: treaty, ; : , 
“Hopeful that, encouraged by their example, all the other nations of the 
world, will join in this humane endeavor, and by adhering to the present 
; treaty as soon as it comes into force, bring peoples within the scope of its 
beneficent provisions, thus uniting the civilized nations of the world in a 
common renunciation of war as an instrument of their national policy.” 

Then follows the names of the fifteen nations who have signified their 

willingness to sign such a treaty, namely: Australia, Pelgium, Canady, , 
_Czecho-Slovakia, France, Germany, Great Britain, India, Irish Free State, 
Italy, Japan, New Zealand, Poland, South Africa, United States of America. | 

To what do they agree? Having approved the declarations in the pre- 
*amble quoted above, they bind themselves as follows: | 

“Article I. -The high contracting parties solemnly declare in the names 
of their respective peoples’ that they condemn recourse to war for the solu-| 
tion of international controversies, and renouncé it as an instrument of 
national policy in their relations with one another. 

“Article II, . The high contracting parties agree that the settlement ar 
solution of all disputes or conflicts of whatever nature or of whatever origin 
they may be, Which may arise among them, shall never be sought except 
by pacific means. : . 

“Article IlI.. The present treaty shall be ratified by the high con-, 
tracting parties named in the preamble in accordance with their respective 
constitutional requirements and shall take effect as. between them as soon 
as all their several instruments of ratification shall have been deposited. at 
0 ). : 

“This treaty shall, when it has come into effect ds prescribed in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, remain open as long as May be necessary for adherence 
by all the other powers of the world. Every instrument evidencing the ad- 
herence of a power shall be deposited at (—- —),. and the

Walking throtigh one set of show- 


rooms, ten acres in extent, we vicited 
the Ivory Room, where we were us- 
tounded to see a perfect specimen of 
pre-historic mammoth tusks 11. feet 
long, weighing 163 pounds, and hav- 
ing an estimated age of 46.060 years. 
In the State Room $325,000 worth of 
pepper was stored, and an interesting 
exhibit was a-2S8 lb. weight floating 
in a bath of mercury. The. Wool Room | 
which contained a number of “bales 
of Canadian wool stores in a single 
year nearly 2,000,000 bates. 

Another interesting warchouse Was 
the Iodine Room, holding 25.000 snea)l 
hide-bound kegs ef iodine, every cne 
worth $500, The hide. covering is 
necessafy because of the roiting 
effect of iodine which destroys the 
wooden kegs in a “comparatively 
short $pace of time. 

But the thrill of the day came 
When we explored a portion of the 
PorUs wine vaults. Before descend- 
ing to ‘the cellars we were handed 
oil torches fastened to the end of 
Staves. Torches such as these have 
been used for 120. years. The tem- 
perature of the vaults. never varies 
from 60 degrees, yet the only-means 
of regulating it are incandescent 
lights, and the amount of sawdust on 
the floor,.Fungus produced on the’ 
roof of the cellars by the fumes of 
the wine is a curious characteristic. 
In the brandy: vaults this fungus is 


absent. Twenty-two thousand pipes 
of wine, each worth $500 can be ac- 
commodated in these vaults which 
have twenty-eight miles of - mretal 
Tunways, apart from the vast stores 
of spirits contained in other vaults 
not included, in the -day’s itinerary

Nine Months’ Whale Hunt 

Few occupations tax the nerves of 
man more than whale hunting, but - 
few occupations pay better. When 
the whale-hunting fleet recently re- 
turned. from the Antarctic after: a 
nine-months’ cruise, the chief har- 
pooner had earned a ‘normal’ in- 
come of $33,000. In addition to this 
sum he had a contract granting him 
$20 for each whale he killed. Dur- . 
ing the nine months he killed 300 
whale, and his extra income amount- 
ed to $6,000. Hardly one man in a 
thousand may hope: to be a really 
good harpooner.
